HAWAIIAN ANNEXATION. 


W an da , Off Santiagjo de Cuba, J une 9 , 
via Kingsto n, J amaica, J nne 11.—The 
navy awaits the army. 
The fighting ships o f Rear Admiral 
Sampso n and Co mmo do re Schley have 
battered do wn the co ast defenses o f 
So uthern Cuba and have sealed up Ad­ 
miral Cervera’i fleet in the harbo r o f 
Santiago de Cuba by sinking the o o Uier 
Menimac in the channel at its entrance, 
which the gnus o f the fleet co ver un­ 
ceasingly. Sco ut bo ats, running under 
the shado ws o f El Mo rro , have cut the 
Haitien cable and no w ho ld 35 miles o f 
the co ast east o f Santiago de Cnl» , in­ 
cluding Guantanamo harbo r. 
Under 
the co ver o f the guns o f the fleet East­ 
ern Cuba may be safely invested by 
land and sea, Admiral Cervera’s fleet 
annihilated and the entire pro vince and 
its to wns and harbo rs seized and held 
after a sho rt campaign. 
The harbo r o f Guantanamo is a fine 
base fo r land and sea o peratio ns. 
The 
harbo r is capacio us and has 40 feet o f 
water. The land appro aches are no t so 
mecipitio ns as at Santiago de Cuba. 
The lo w lying hills can be easily cro ssed 
with trains o f siege guns, and there are 
level ro ads to Sa ntiago , 33 miles dis­ 
tant, where a few mo untain batteries, 
beyo nd th© reach o f the fleet, will be 
taken to an eminence œmmandiug the 
citv and the Spanish ships. 
Guantanamo is an impo rtant place. It 
has six miles o f water narlxir and will 
be o f great value to the United States as 
a navy and army supply stasio u, co aling 
depo t and cable terminus. 
The Spaniards made but slight de­ 
fense. Their batteries were silenced o n 
Tuesday by the Marblehead in a few 
minutes’ firing at 4,000 yards. A small 
Spanish gnnb^t ran into the inner har­ 
bo r. 
The Orego n, Marblehead and Yankee 
ho ld the harbo r waiting to land ma­ 
rines. 
The navy’s wo rk has been do ne well. 
Daily and nightly ships patro l the 30 
miles o f co ast, within easy gun range o f 
the sho re. 
This mo rning the New Yo rk, New 
Orleans and Po rter were clo se in sho re 
o ff Baiquiri, east o f Santiago , where 
there are extensive iro nwo rks. 
A large

The fighting ships of Rear Admiral 
Sampson and Commodore Schley have 
battered down the coast defenses of 
Southern Cuba and have sealed up Ad­ 
miral Cervera *s fleet in the harbor of 
Santiago de Cuba by sinking the collier 
Merrimac in the channel at its entrance, 
which the guns of the fleet cover un­ 
ceasingly. 
Scout boats, running under 
the shadows of El Morro, have cut the 
Haitien cable and now hold 85 miles of 
the coast east of Santiago de Cuba, in­ 
cluding Guantanamo harbor. 
Under 
the cov er of the guns of tho fleet East­ 
ern Cuba may be safely invested by 
land and sea, Admiral Cervera’s fleet 
annihilated and the entire province and 
its towns and harbors seized and held 
after a short campaign. 
The harbor of Guantanamo is a fine 
base for land aud sea operations. 
The 
harbor is capacious and has 40 feet of 
water. The land approaches are not so 
precipitiouB as at Santiago de Cuba. 
The low lying hills can be easily crossed 
with trains of siege guns, and there are 
level roads to Sa ntiago, 33 miles dis­ 
tant, where a few mountain batteries, 
beyond the reach of the fleet, will be 
taken to an eminence commanding the 
city and the Spanish ships. 
Guantanamo is an important plaoe. It 
has six miles of water harbor and wiii 
be of great value to the United States as 
a navy and army supply station, coaling 
depot and cable terminus. 
The Spaniards made but slight de­ 
fense. Their batteries were silenced on 
Tuesday by the Marblehead in a few 
minutes’ firing at 4,000 yards. 
A small 
Spanish gunboat ran into the inner har­ 
bor. 
The Oregon, Marblehead and Yankee 
hold the harbor waiting to land ma­ 
rines. 
The navy’s work has been done well. 
Daily and nightly ships patrol the 30 
miles of coast, within easy gun range of 
the shore. 
This morning the New York, New 
Orleans and Porter were close in shore 
off Baiquiri, east of Santiago, where 
there are extensive ironworks.

OFF ATLANTIC COAST. 


MAY SAIL TODAY. 


Troops Likely to Leave For the 
Philippines. 


MR. MEIKLEJOHN SO SAID. 


WASHINTON, June ll.—Out of the 
maze of doubt and contradiction as to 
the dispatch of the first army of inva­ 
sion to Cuba one thing stands out clear­ 
ly, namely, that the government, feel­ 
ing strong in its present position aud 
plan, is moving cautiously aud with the 
deliberation which it believes will se­ 
cure success unattended with disasters. 
With this maul purpose in view the 
army and navy are co-operating toward 
the dispatch of the troops, some 25,000 
in number, under escort of a strong 
fleet of naval convoys made up up of 16 
warships, headed by the battleship In­ 
diana. 
Unattended by this strong fleet 
the troops might have left yesterday a 
week ago, when one strong naval con­ 
voy was ready for this service. Since 
then, however, reports have come as to 
the presence of Spanish ships in the 
North Atlantic. 
Realizing that nothing was to be 
gained by haste and that the war was 
progressing steadily towards success, it 
was determined not to take the one 
small chance of having our troop trans­ 
ports menaced by some scouting ship of 
the enemy. As a result the troop trans­ 
ports have not proceeded to Cuba. 
They are in readiness to go, but will 
not move until the naval convoy is 
ready to accompany them, assuring 
safe conduct from Florida to the point 
of destination. 
The war department positively de­ 
clines to say w lien the forces will move, 
and there is authority for the statement 
that any reports purporting to give the 
hour or day when this formidable flo­ 
tilla of invasion will start is not only 
unwarranted, but meets with the most 
vigorous official condemnation. 
The 
administration feels that the time has 
come when it is of utmost importance 
that the precise movements of this in­ 
vading fleet should not be published in 
this country aud thus heralded to the 
enemy 
The completeness with which the 
transport of troops has been planned is 
shown in the official list of transport 
vessels given out at the war depart­ 
ment yesterday. 
Of this list 34 large 
steamships, varying from 4, IOO tons 
down to OOO tons, are at Florida ports 
ready to carry our troops to the point of 
invasion. There are some 15 other 
craft, including vessels suitable for 
conveying fresh water, stores, etc., and 
for lightering the troops aud stores 
from the ships to the beach when the 
debarkation begins.

entire 
transport 
fleet 
of 
about 50 steamships, augmented by the 
fleet of naval convoys, 16 in number, 
will make a formidable marine proces­ 
sion, exceeding in magnitude the nota­ 
ble spectacle of the naval review during 
the World’s fair year.

' than b e cou ld. Ju dge Hatch ol Brook- 
i lyn sent similar testimony. One of the 
I speakers requ ested that all those pres- 
; eu t who b ad b een cu red or b enefited b y 
I Christian Science shou ld rise or hold u p 
! their hands. Nearly ev ery woman in 
the room got u p. Some of them climb ed 
on the senators’ chairs and wav ed their 
handkerchiefs. 
This demonstration ov er. Senator 
Ooggesb all took tb e floor and made one 
of the pecu liarly amiab le and gracefu l 
speeches for which he is famed. He said 
that he was not a cru sader against 
Christian Science. Science of all kinds 
had always appealed to him, and he 
well rememb ered the days when he had 
listened to the teachings of Christianity 
at his mother’s knee. He considered 
that tb e committee was u nder great ob li­ 
gations to him for b ringing together iu 
tb e senate chamb er so fine a looking 
lot of women. Barring his wife, he 
said, they were the b est looking repre­ 
sentativ es of the sex that b e had ev er 
seen. He wou nd u p b y saying that b e 
had intended that his b ill shou ld apply 
only to those persons who practiced 
what they called massage. It wou ld b e 
entirely agreeab le to him to hav e the 
b ill so amended as to exempt specifical­ 
ly from its prov isions the practitioners 
of Christian Science healing. Tu rning 
to Dr. Bru sh, tb e chairman of tb e com­ 
mittee, b e inqu ired whether su ch au 
amendment wou ld meet with the com­ 
mittee’s approv al. 
The great crowd of women leaned for­ 
ward in their seats and listened intently 
for Dr. Bru sh’s reply. After oou ferring 
with tb e other memb ers of the oommit- 
tee Dr. Bru sh said that there was no 
ob jection to the amendment. Then the 
pent u p enthu siasm b roke forth. Once 
more the women stood u p in the chairs, 
wav ed their handkerchiefs and cheered 
and cheered. 
Their cheers cou ld b e 
b eard all ov er tb e floor of the capitol 
b u ilding on which the senate chamb er 
is located. Then a few of the women 
nearest to Senator Cloggeshall ru shed u p 
to him, b eaming with gratitu de, au d 
shook his hand. This was the signal for 
a general mov ement, and in a twinkling 
Senator Coggeshall was tb e center of 
an animated garden of mu ch b eflowered 
b ats. He was pu shed and hau led hither 
au d thither, and all of the women tried 
to shake hands with him at once. It 
was nearly au hou r b efore the demon 
Btration was ov er and Senator Cogge- 
sb all was permitted to escape. Then the 
women stood arou nd in little knots au d 
praised b is cou rtesy au d kindness. One 
of them said to fou r or fiv e eu thu siastio 
friends: 
“ Senator Coggeshall will nev er know 
how mu ch we think of him u ntil we 
hav e made him the next candidate for 
gov ernor of New York.” —New York 
Su n.

YORK STATE.

Senator Henry J. Coggeshall of Onei­ 
da county, N. Y., was the center of one 
of the most remarkable demonstrations 
recently that ever took place in the 
senate chamber at Albany. 
The other 
participants were fully 500 women, and 
the occasion was a hearing before the 
committee on pnblio health on a bill in ­ 
troduced by Senator Coggeshall prohib­ 
iting any one not regularly licensed as 
a physician from practicing the healing 
art. 
The women who crowded into the 
senate chamber and choked up the en­ 
trances were either Christian Science 
healers themselves or were prepared to 
testify to miraculous oures effected by 
them. It was remarked by ail observers 
that they were the handsomest, best 
dressed and healthiest looking lot of 
women that have been seen in Albany 
for many a day. 
• Speeches in apposition to the bill and 
extolling 
the 
virtues 
of 
Christian 
Science were made by Judge P. C. Tall- 
mann of Brooklyn, Henry L. Call of 
New York, Dr. G. D. Cochran, Mark 
S. L. Hubbell and Henry W. Botts of 
Buffalo and Miss Laura Lathrop. 
Ex- 
Senator McMillan of Buffalo sent a let­ 
ter saying that his wife had bed* an in­ 
valid for 20 years and was cured by 
Christian Science and was now able to 
run up and down stairs much faster 
than he could. 
Judge Hatch of Brook­ 
lyn sent sim ilar testimony. 
One of the 
speakers requested that all those pres­ 
ent who bad been cured or benefited by 
Christian Science should rise or hold up 
their bands. 
Nearly every woman in 
the room got up. Some of them climbed 
on the senators’ chairs and waved their 
handkerchiefs. 
This 
demonstration 
over, Senator 
Coggeshall took the floor and made one 
of the peculiarly amiable and graceful 
speeches for which he is famed. He said 
that he was not a crusader against 
Christian Science. Science of all kinds 
had always appealed to him, and he 
well remembered the days when he had 
listened to the teachings of Christianity 
at his m other’s knee. 
He considered 
that the committee was under great obli­ 
gations to him for bringing together in 
the senate chamber so fine a looking 
lot of women. 
Barring his wife, he 
said, they were the best looking repre­ 
sentatives of the sex that he had ever 
seen. He wound up by saying that be 
had intended that his bill should apply 
only to those persons who practiced 
w hat they called massage. 
It would be 
entirely agreeable to him to have the 
bill so amended as to exempt specifical­ 
ly from its provisions the practitioners 
of Christian Science healing. 
Turning 
to Dr. Brush, the chairman of the com­ 
mittee, be inquired whether such an 
amendment would meet w ith the com­ 
m ittee's approval. 
The great crowd of women leaned for­ 
ward in their seats and listened intently 
for Dr. Brush’s reply. After conferring 
w ith the other members of the commit­ 
tee Dr. Brush said that there was no 
objection to the amendment. Then the 
pent up enthusiasm broke forth. Once 
more the women stood up in the chairs, 
waved their handkerchiefs and cheered 
and cheered. 
Their cheers could be 
heard all over the floor of the capitol 
building on which the senate chamber 
is located. 
Then a few of the women 
nearest to Senator Coggeshall rushed up 
to bim, beaming w ith gratitude, and 
shook his hand. This was the signal for 
a general movement, and in a twinkling 
Senator Coggeshall was the center of 
an animated garden of much beflowered 
bats. He was pushed and hauled hither 
and thither, and all of the women tried 
to shake hands with him at onoe. 
It 
was nearly an hour before the demon­ 
stration was over and Senator Cogge­ 
shall was permitted to escape. Then the 
women stood around in little knots and 
praised his courtesy aud kindness. One 
of them said to four or five enthusiastic 
friends: 
“ Senator Coggeshall will never know 
how much we think of him until we 
have made him the next candidate for 
governor of New York.” —New York 
Sun.

Nor was 
this magnificent language a mere idle 
boast. Paul meant it, and he proved it 
by his subsequent history.

The Canyon of the Yellowstone. 
The canyon is so tremendously wild 
and impressive that even the great falls 
cannot bold your attention, says John 
Muir in The Atlantic. It is about 20 
miles long and 1,000 feet deep—a weird, 
unearthly looking gorge of jagged, fan­ 
tastic architecture and most brilliantly 
colored. 
It is not the depth or shape of 
the canyon, nor the waterfalls, nor the 
green and gray river chanting its bravo 
song as it goes foaming on its way, that 
, most impresses the observer, but the 
odors of the decomposed volcanic rocks.

The members of th e ' 
church already here have been very 
faithfnl in the performance of their 
duty, and have responded whenever 
called. 
Not being satisfied the agents spread 
their work into the country, and again | 
ran against an obstacle. 
They selected ! 
the section of Madison township largely 
populated by Presbyterians, and were of 
course unsuccessful. 
Then they turned 
their attention to this city, and many 
people have heard from them in the past 
few weeks. 
They are distributing the 
literature which advocates their doc­ 
trine, and holding converse with people 
they could not hope to reach in any 
other way. 
One well known resident met the 
agent at the door and asked his business. 
The man replied In words he did not 
comprehend, bnt soon made it clear that 
he was a Mormon doing missionary 
work. 
The citizen at once ordered him 
to move on. 
A number of similar cases 
have been reported, but in no instance 
has it been shown that violence was 
done the stranger. 
“ I think the Mormons have struck 
barren ground in coming to Liverpool,” 
said a well informed man today. 
“ The 
people here are far too intelligent to be 
taken in by the smooth-tongued gentle­ 
men from Utah. Another thing against 
them is the fact that in almost every 
house there can be found at least one 
person who is in some way connected 
with the church. 
I think they should 
be encouraged to stay, for while they 
are here they are doing damage in no 
other seek;on.”

Ju n e l l .- T h e confer- 
once report on the w ar revenue bill was 
agreed to by the senate yesterday a fte r­ 
noon after a discussion lasting about four 
hours. 
H ie debate upou tho m easure 
w as w ithout special interest and was 
entirely devoid of acrim onious features. 
It w as a foregone conclusion th at the 
report woe ii be agreed to, and the only 
question oi interest involved was how 
soon a vote could be reached. 
The debate indicated generally that 
the bill as agreed upou by the confer­ 
ence was reasonably satisfactory to 
everybody except as to the boud pro­ 
vision. 
H ie votes cast against tho 
adoption of the report reflected the 
opinions of those senators w ho are on- 
posed to any increase iii the interest 
bearing debt of the country. 
The report w as agreed to by th e de­ 
cisive vote of 48 to 2$. 
Every Kepubli- 
can voted for the m easure, and their 
votes w ere supplem ented by those of 
eight Democrats, one Silver Republican 
and one independent. 
The Democrats 
: w ho voted for tin-adoption of the report 
Were Messrs. Ca fiery, G orm an, L ind­ 
say, M cEnory. M itchell, Morgan, M ur­ 
phy and Turpie, the Silver Republican 
w as Mr. M antle aud the Indenendaut 
was Mr. Kyle. 
The vote against the 
report was cast by 16 Democrats, three 
Silver Republicans and three Populists. 
As soon as the engrossed bill can be 
signed by the presiding officers of the 
tw o brunches of congress, it w ill be 
sent to the president. 
Ju st at the close of the session last 
evening a bitter jiersonal dwcu-sion 
w as precipitated by Mr. B utler (Pop., 
N. C. I, Who attacked Mr. Kyle for hav­ 
ing voted for the issuance of bonds. 
Mr. B utler, speaking as the chairm an 
of the Populist national com m ittee, offi­ 
cially declared th at Mr. Kyle did not 
represent the Populist party. 
Mr. Kyle 
replied w arm ly, saying th at he was re­ 
sponsible for his political actions not to 
Mr. B utler, but to his conscience and to 
his constituents. 
Subsequently he de­ 
nounced as “ intentional and m alicious 
falsehoods” some of

m ade about him by Mr. P ettigrew .

Him of Karnlna at L« aet SS.SOO. 
Although Josef Hofmann, tbe pianist, 
looks upon the accident which he met 
with recently as an experience any 
wheelman is likely to meet, yet his fa 
ther and those who have the business 
management of his concert tour are 
hardly over their fright and have been 
contemplating with terror almost un­ 
speakable tba probable oonsoquenoes bad 
Hofmann broken a bone in his w rist or 
his hand instead of simply spraining 
some of bis muscles. 
The accident was a costly one, for it 
deprived Hofmann of the opportunity 
of earning at least $2,500, which he 
was to have received for the series of 
ooncerta which he was obliged to can­ 
cel. On the afternoon before the acci­ 
dent happened he had played with 
Thomas* orchestra to a wildly entbu- 
slastio audience, 
which packed 
the 
great Metropolitan Opera House, in 
New York from the orcb^tra seats to 
the remote gallery almost in the clouds, 
and be played superbly. 
His success 
was already establisbed and there seem­ 
ed every chance that in bis tour through 
the country he was to enjoy the e^ 
rieuces which characterised Paderewski. 
Yet Hofmann, who is a youth of a 
great deal of 
ci» mmo n sense, says that 
it is as necessary for a pianist to get ex­ 
ercise and m aintain his strength as it 
is for him to practice the scales. There­ 
fore, he does not propose to give up the 
wheel, although hereafter he w ill look 
carefully at the wheel before he goes 
upon his rides. Paderewski was fond of 
exercise, but he would take none that 
in any way endangered his wrists, fin­ 
gers or hands. He found billiards a per­ 
fect exercise for himself, and he believed 
the game to be an admirable one for all 
piano players.—Holland in Philadel­ 
phia Press.
